upon-Tweed,  my  Invention  of  “  A  Medicinal  Composition  or  Embrocation  for 
15  the  Cure,  Relief,  or  Prevention  of  External  and  Internal  Complaints; 
which  Composition  or  Embrocation  may  alone  or  with  certain  Alterations 
be  beneficially  used  as  an  Internal  Medicine  in  which  said  Letters  Patent 
is  contained  a  proviso,  that  I,  the  said  Isaac  Strombom,  shall  cause  a  par¬ 
ticular  description  of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner 
SO  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  said  Majesty’s  High  Court 
of  Chancery  within  six  calendar  months  next  and  immediately  after  the  date 
of  the  said  in  part  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by  the  same,  reference 
being  thereunto  had,  will  more  fully  and  at  large  appear.

Strombom  s  Embrocation  for  the  Cure  of  External  and  Internal  Complaints. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  proviso,  I,  the  said 
Isaac  Strombom,  do  hereby  declare  that  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  is  particularly  described 
and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following  description  thereof  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

To  produce  the  said  embrocation  I  employ  the  following  articles,  in  suitable  5 
quantities,  that  is  to  say,  spirits  of  wine,  laudanum,  best  olive  oil,  oil  of 
cajuputi,  spirits  of  hartshorn,  camphor,  with  spirits  of  turpentine.  These 
ingredients  well  mixed  together  and  applied  to  the  part  affected,  and  being 
well  rubbed  in,  will  give  great  ease  if  not  entirely  remove  the  complaint ; 
this  medicine  may  also  in  proper  proportion  be  used  internally.  1
